Chautauqua  is  chartered  under  the  laws  of  Illinois  as  an  educational, 
religions  and  recreational  Association.  It  is  owned  by  a  group  of  stock- 
holders who  elect  from  their  number  twelve  directors  who  have  entire  super- 
vision and  management  of  the  grounds.  Every  dollar  of  income  received  is 
put  into  repairs  and  improvements  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Chau- 
tauqua. The  only  source  of  income  for  the  upkeep  of  the  grounds  is  through 
admissions,  commissions  and  assessments. 

We  are  anxious  for  the  public  to  know  that  every  dollar  received  for 
admissions  is  put  back  into  the  repairs  and  improvements  and  the  neeessary 
expenses  of  the  Chautauqua.  The  directors  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services;  gladly  contributing  of  their  time  and  money  to  add  new  beauties 
to  the  Chautauqua  for  the  comfort,  recreation  and  health  of  every  individual. 
While  they  are  pleased  to  have  a  beautifully  shaded  and  cool  place  for  their 
families,  they  are  also  interested  in  furnishing  for  every  patron  the  same 
opportunities  for  a  delightful  summer  outing. 

The  program  committee  for  the  season  1928  are  presenting  this  year 
book  to  you  in  a  different  form  than  heretofore,  giving  you  a  summary  of 
the  program  in  tabloid  form.  Time  was  when  an  effort  was  made  to  build 
a  constructive,  educational  program,  but  in  keeping  with  the  trend  of  the 
times  we  are  seeking  a  lighter  form  of  entertainment  and  making  the  pro- 
gram this  year  a  real  community  program.

How  Chautauqua  Is  Financed  Under  the  Careful  Management  of  Its 
Board  of  Directors  and  a  Very  Efficient  Treasurer 

Chautauqua  finances  come  principally  from  cottage  owners  and  are  clas- 
sified as  follows:  First,  maintenance,  which  includes  amounts  paid  out  for  a 
( 'ustodian  who  is  on  the  grounds  every  day  of  the  year,  for  upkeep  of  the 
roads  and  buildings,  and  for  keeping  up  the  grounds  in  general. 

Second,  for  water  which  is  furnished  to  the  cottages.  Third,  for  electric 
light  and  power,  and  fourth,  for  general  taxes  collected  by  the  State  and 
County. 

The  items  above  are  so  budgeted  that  a  small  portion  is  realized  to  create 
a  sinking  fund  to  retire  the  indebtedness. 

Income  from  the  Season  tickets  and  admissions  is  used  to  pay  the  pro- 
gram and  administration  expenses  during  the  season. 

The  Swimming  Pool  is  expected  to  provide  funds  for  its  operation  during 
the  season  and  also  to  pay  for  its  own  cost  to  Chautauqua. 

The  final  analysis  then,  is  this; — Chautauqua  is  organized  for  religious 
uplift,  educational  betterment,  and  social  enjoyment  for  its  many  cottagers 
and  patrons,  and  not  as  a  money  making  institution.  There  must,  of  course, 
be  enough  business  administration  to  make  it  a  success,  and  funds  should  be 
acquired  to  retire  its  bonded  indebtedness.  This  can  be  done  if  each  does 
his  little  part  and  cheerfully  pays  his  own  way.
